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NEWSROOM NOTES— The

We d o no t, ho wev er, hav e su ch 
eq u ality no r, will be p ro bably 
achiev e this state o f affairs 
within the nex t d ecad e. 
Ira Reiss, Ph.D., so cio lo gy 
p ro fesso r at the Univ ersity o f 
Minneso ta and d irecto r o f their 
Family Stu d y Center believ es 
there are sev eral 
o bstacles 
Americans will hav e to o v er­ 
co me to giv e eq u al wo rk o p p o r­ 
tu nity to men and wo men. 
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“There are o ccu p atio ns in 
which a wo man can hav e 
fairly go o d eq u ality ,” Dr. 
Reiss ex p lained . ‘Bu t as lo ng 
as y o u hav e wo men who d o n’t 
want a career as mu ch as 
men and as lo ng as they d o n’t 
p u t as high a p rio rity o n ca­ 
reers then they ’re no t go ing 
to be able to co mp ete with 
men o r be as su ccessfu l as 
men. 


“Fo r many wo men— becau se 
o f lack o f training—there are 
few jo bs which ap p ear mo re at­ 
tractiv e than ho u sewo rk. Fo r 
instance, installing telep ho ne 
wires d o es no t seem to be mo re 
ap p ealing wo rk than cleaning 
ho u se—so fo r a lo t o f wo men the 
cho ice isn’t clear cu t between 
hav ing a career o r stay ing 
ho me. 
“If y o u tie this cho ice in with 
p hy sio lo gy —that the wo man is 
go ing to get p regnant, go ing to 
carry the child , giv e birth to the 
child and may be ev en nu rse the 
child —then y o u get ano ther tie 
there that mu st be bro ken in o r­ 
d er fo r the wo man to get o u t 
and wo rk. Wo men wo u ld hav e 
to break the tie and men wo u ld 
hav e to train them and help 
them break the tie fro m their 
child ren. 
‘‘Wo men are attached to 
the child they giv e birth to . 
W’e hav e to get wo men mo ti­ 


v ated to get o u t there.’ This 
is easier with co llege wo men 
becau se their o u t there’ is 
mo re interesting and they ’re 
better trained to hand le it.” 
Ano ther o bstacle in way o f 
wo men wanting to wo rk o u tsid e 
the ho me is the fact that ho u se­ 
ho ld cho res mu st still be d o ne— 
and mo re o ften than no t by the 
wo man. 
‘‘Ev en in Ru ssia where there 
is a stro ng eq u alitarian ethic,” 
Dr. Reiss said , ‘‘Wo men d o the 
ho u sewo rk. The Ru ssian hu s­ 
band say s he wo rked all d ay 
and his wife wo rked all d ay . He 
ad mits he sho u ld be d o ing the 
ho u sewo rk bu t his wife is. 
‘‘The p erso n who has mad e 
the Ru ssian family o p erativ e 
and has mad e it able to fu nc­ 
tio n in a mo re eq u alitarian 
fashio n—allo wing the wo man 
o u t 
o f 
the 
ho u se—is 
the 
grand mo ther. Becau se o f her 
trad itio nal ro le she can co me 
into the ho me and care fo r the 
child ren. It’s the grand mo th­ 
er who fills in—no t the hu s­ 
band . 
“In o u r co u ntry ,” Dr. Reiss 
co ntinu ed , “we’ll get the men 
and wo men o u t o f the ho me and 
get a third p arty care sy stem. 
We will no t wind u p hav ing men 
mo re in the ho me.” 
Acco rd ing to Dr. Reiss o ne o f 
the mo st d ifficu lt o bstacles in 
secu ring eq u al jo b o p p o rtu nity 
fo r wo men is the wo men them­ 
selv es. ‘‘As lo ng as y o u get a 
large 
p ro p o rtio n 
o f 
wo men 
cho o sing to stay ho me we will 
co ntinu e to hav e an image o f 
wo man as ho memaker and we 
will co ntinu e to hav e a lack o f 
q u ality . Girls will co ntinu e to 
fo llo w the image o f their ho me­ 
maker-mo ther and the ro le will 
be p erp etu ated . 
“ We can’t fo rce wo men o u t 
o f the ho me if they d o n’t want 
to go —that’s the d ifficu lty o f 
the who le thing. This change 
o f ro les is no t an easy change 
to make.”

The United States maintains

so say s State s Atty . Patrick Ward , who fav o rs p lea-bar­ 
gaining so stro ngly that he feels the p eo p le o f Lee Co u nty 
wo u ld be cheated o f ju stice witho u t its u se. 
In an interv iew with The Telegrap h, Ward ex p lained 
the mechanics that go into p lea-bargain d eals. 
Beginning with the arrest o f so meo ne, who m we’ll call 
Jo hn Defend ant, the gro u nd wo rk o f p lea bargaining be-

gins. Defend ant was arrested o n eigm co u nts o t sale o f 
d ru gs and makes an initial co u rt ap p earance, where legal 
co u nsel is either hired o r ap p o inted by the co u rts.

thestate’satto rney . 
Assu ming Defend ant is ind icted , the state is p eti­ 
tio ned to file a d isco v ery mo tio n—a su mmary o f ev i­ 
d ence against Defend ant—a co p y o f which go es to the d e­ 
fense atto rney . 
Defend ant’s atto rney will then arrange a meeting 
with the state’s atto rney and p resent what he feels is a 
go o d d eal. This wo u ld no rmally be fo llo wed by a co u nter­ 
o ffer fro m the state, which the atto rney wo u ld either ac­ 
cep t o r reject d ep end ing o n his client’s feelings. 
In the meantime, Defend ant’s atto rney will hav e ex ­ 
p lained to him the chances o f winning acq u ittal and what 
p enalties he co u ld receiv e were he fo u nd gu ilty by ju ry 
The d ealing co ntinu es u ntil the two sid es-state and 
d efense—reach agreement. 
Still ano ther co nference is sched u led ; this o ne, 
tho u gh, inclu d es a ju d ge, who is p resented with the p rear­ 
ranged d eal. The ju d ge then, after hearing all the facts in 
the case, will bu y o r reject the d eal. If he cho o ses the lat­ 
ter, h e’s o ff the case and ano ther ju d ge is ap p ro ached with 
the d eal. 
Ho wev er, if the ju d ge agrees the d eal is fair and ju st, 
he will accep t the p lea bargain and fo rmally go to co u rt 
bo u nd by the agreem ent. 
In the ex amp le, a d eal was mad e to d ismiss sev en 
co u nts o f the ind ictment, p ro v id ing Defend ant p lead s 
gu ilty to the remaining co u nt fo r a two -to -six -y ear p riso n 
term. 
Plea d eals in a misd emeano r case, su ch as a traffic 
arrest o r d iso rd erly co nd u ct charge, are hand led in a 
mu ch simp ler manner, Ward said . Su ch cases are d is­ 
p o sed o f no rmally in o ne co u rt hearing, with the d ealing 
o ccu rring ju st befo re the accu sed go es to co u rt 
Ward co mp ares p lea bargaining to a co mp u ter read ­ 
o u t “ Yo u feed in all the p ertinent facts, a m an’s p ast rec­ 
o rd . the grav ity o f the charge and o u t p o p s an ind iv id u al­

Du ring the v ario u s meetings between the two atto r­ 
ney s. charges may be red u ced in so me instances, and in 
o thers, d ismissed 
Whatev er the d isp o sitio n, W'ard feels the p eo p le are 
getting better ju stice with p lea bargaining Su rp risingly , 
tho u gh, Ward no ted the biggest p itfall o f p lea d eals is also 
its greatest strength. “ Yo u hav e to rely o n what y o u kno w 
and what y o u ’re to ld ” 
The u se o f p lea d eals is no t so mething new to the 
co u rts. Altho u gh it was sanctio ned by the Illino is Su p reme 
( o u rt Sep t. 1, 197 0, p lea d eals befo re that time were as 
co mmo n as the ev ery d ay co ld , Ward no ted The o nly d if­ 
ference then was that ju d ges d id no t sit in o n the d eals and 
“su p p o sed ly “ were no t aware o f them. 
Ward emp hasized that sentences are no t red u ced 
thro u gh p lea bargaining, o nly charges. It d o es sav e o n 
trial time and cu ts ju ry and witness fees d rastically . 
Pro jecting req u ired ju ry fees to try the 650 p o tential 
cases this y ear. Ward estimated the ad d itio nal co st to the 
co u nty , witho u t p lea d eals, at abo u t $200.000 p er y ear 
Whatev er its merits, p lea bargaining is meeting with 
rising criticism fro m law enfo rcement agencies Bo th Po ­ 
lice (Thief Earl Kelchner and Sheriff Jo hn Qu est hav e 
v o iced o p p o sitio n, p riv ately , to Ward 's d eals. Ho wev er, 
they hav e no t co me o u t p u blicly o p p o sing the p ractice.

R eports 
that 
pro-A m erican 
French President Georges Pom pi­ 
dou faces a tough election nex t 
month are understated. An election, 
like a hanging, powerfully concen­ 
trates a m an’s mind and Mr. Pom pi­ 
dou’s nightmare locker is ov erload­ 
ed. So should be ours. 
Mr. 
P om pidou, 
a 
G au llist, 
achiev ed the Ely see Palace in J une, 
196 9. But he got only 4 4 .4 per cent of 
the popular v ote. The Communist 
party drained off about four million 
v otes. And now, for the first tim e in 
French politics, France’s splinter 
parties hav e solidly combined with 
the Communist party . 
This combination is not only cap­ 
able fo defeating pro-American Mr. 
Pompidou but of taking ov er France 
for the Reds. 
Mr. Pompidou, hoping to soften 
the Communist party opposition to 
him, journey ed to a country estate 
near Minsk and met with Sov iet 
Communist party leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev on J an. 11-12. But word 
has reached Secretary of State Wil­ 
liam P. Rogers that in this respect 
the m eeting was a bust. 
Accordingly , Mr. Pompidou is 
caught som ewhat like Superman 
trapped in a bottle. 
Probing Western Europe for the 
weakest point, 
the 
Kremlin has 
chosen France, with Communist- 
threatened Italy at her rear. The 
purpose is as clear as that of a fox in 
a henhouse. 
The Kremlin regards France as 
the most important disruptiv e factor 
functioning against “ A tlanticism ,” 
the Western European entendre. 
Moscow sees F rance’s role as 
hav ing two main aspects. First, that 
France will short-circuit Britain’s 
political-m ilitary plans for Europe 
and those of NATO as a whole. Sec­ 
ond, that France will pursue the 
question of European collectiv e se­ 
curity in w ay s that conform to Sov iet 
interests. 
The French election is on March 4 
and 11 (Sunday s), and among Mr. 
Pom pidou’s potpourri of problem s is 
the Communist-controlled General 
C onferderation of L abor(C G T ), 
which is daily widening its bite. 
France’s total union m em bership is 
surprisingly sm all: less than P/2 
million regular m em bers. But the 
CGT is the largest union. It is also 
therichest. It does not get rich, how 
ev er, from dues. The CGT has 7 5 0,- 
000 but there is no effectiv e dues col­ 
lection The giant apparatus is fi­ 
nanced from Moscow by the Sov iet 
Comm unit st party . 
The anti-Communist unions are 


led by the Force Ouv riere group and 
the Catholic General Confederation 
of Dem ocratic Labor. They are a 
force, but they are scattered, while 
Moscow has carefully concentrated 
the CGT in the news m edia, com m u­ 
nications, 
transportation, 
mining, 
m etallurgic, atomic and defense in­ 
d u stries. And, n otoriou sly , the 
CGT’s hard-core Red m em bership is 
what Ihe French call “ le m ilieu” — 
an unsav ory crowd. 
The CGT is alw ay s ready to put 
about 4 0,000 total disciplined batta­ 
lion-like, chanting, y elling, m arch­ 
ing, rioting dem onstrators into the 
streets or to strike France’s key in­ 
dustries on an hour’s notice. 
The student uprisings in the uni­ 
v ersities are Red led. The sudden 
“ flash strikes,” the 24 -hour disrup­ 
tions, etc., are Red led. So was the 
last general strike that all but col­ 
lapsed the French gov ernm ent. 
Mr. Pom pidou’s predecessor, an­ 
ti-Anglo-Sax on President Charles de 
Gaulle, did the seed-sowing for this. 
De Gaulle alway s dealt with the 
French Communists. He did so on 
the m istaken belief that he could 
av oid the ultim ate settlem ent. And 
his foreign policy , as well, was a 
Metternichian sort of balance-of- 
great powers diplom acy but also 
continuing internal intent. 
De G aulle’s Asian, African and 
Middle East 
policies, 
his Latin- 
American adv entures, his Canadi­ 
an intrusions, his hostility to NATO 
and the Common Market and his at­ 
tacks on the Western currencies 
were all legs on the sam e please-the- 
Communists-at-home stool 
De Gaulle tried to win his points 
with the Sov iet Union by diplomatic 
blackm ail, a gam e he knew well. But

th ey ’re chess 
play ers. 
They arrange the pieces on a m on­ 
ster chessboard and are ready at 
any tim e to take a pawn with a v iew 
to the later capture of a queen.

The result is that no one ev er 
knows what to ex pect nex t—ex cept 
the Red m asters.

Pompidou is driv en into performing 
a high wire acrobatic act in his ap­ 
peal for v otes in the March election. 
The Red star is ov er France, as it 
is ov er Italy and J apan, and we hav e 
an im m ense stake in that election. It 
looms more m enacingly than has 
been really rev ealed.

lesser countries, They hav e suffered 
ev en though, curiously little noticed, 
they hav e been selling increased 
amounts of low-technology products 
to J apan itself. 


It is dawning on the underdev el­ 
oped nations that they are not going 
to close the wealth gap with the big 
fellows. But they want at least to lift 
them selv es abov e the pov erty line, 
and the new wav e of protectionism 
threatens to becom e a mountainous 
barrier to their aspirations. 


Unemploy ment in som e of the un­ 
derdev eloped areas runs as high as 
30 to 4 0 per cent. Where the “ green 
rev olution” adv ancing farm tech­ 
nology and output has had any re­ 
sults, it has created new pools of ru­ 
ral unemploy ed who streat to the cit­ 
ies and m agnify urban problems. 
Where 
agricultural 
techniques 
still hav e not adv anced much, poor 
countries need actually to import 
food as well as other consumer 
goods and the m achinery counted on 
to plunge them hopefully into indus­ 
try . 


The stiff restrictions of the Euro­ 
pean Com m on M arket, en la rged 
now by the sgrongly self-protectiv e 
British bloc, hurt badly . But the see 
as an ev en bigger threat such m eas­ 
ures as the pending Burke-Hartke 
protectionist bill in the U.S. Con­ 
gress. 


In their v iew, and in the minds of 
som e trade specialists, it would pro­ 
tect the v ery kind of low-technology 
jobs the poor lands are try ing to de­ 
v elop. Moreov er, U.S. and other 
critics of that broadsweep legisla­ 
tion see it aim ed at safeguarding 
jobs which are increasingly m argi­ 
nal in this country —m aintainable 
only at the cost of other, higher 
technology jobs judged m ore suited 
to an adv anced nation. 


The poorer lands are not alto­ 
gether reassured, either, by Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s announced intent to 
seek discretionary power to raise as 
well as lower tariff walls. They still 
fear they may be the worst hit trade 
v ictim s.

Navy d oes need 
sub rep lacement 


WASHINGTON (N E A )- In an 
era when a real easing of tensions 
with the Sov iet Union and China 
seem s to be occurring, it is natural 
and sensible that the present and fu­ 
ture condition of our “ nuclear deter­ 
rent” should com e in for fresh ex ­ 
amination. 
All aside from any new lim its we 
m ay accept in a second round of 
SALT talks with Russia, Congress of 
course will be taking a hard look— 
especially at plans for new strategic 
weaponry . 
But the critical lawm akers will 
need to be careful to av oid false ar­ 
gum ent of the sort that already has 
sullied som e of their com m ent on the 
rising manpower costs in the new 
defense budget. 
It is the strategic elem ent in our 
defense which enjoy s the widest ac­ 
ceptance, ev en among doctrinaire 
liberals. Yet it, too, is com ing under 
assault now on the ground that the 
Pentagon is “ rushing” to dev elop 
the longer-range, 
more powerful 
Trident subm arine before the m is­ 
sile-bearing Polaris-Poseidon fleet 
of 41 v essels has run its full course of 
usefulness. 
The money inv olv ed is indeed 
big, with President Nix on proposing 
in his new budget $1.7 billion for Tri­ 
dent in fiscal 197 4 (a sum more than 
double that approv ed for 197 3). At 
such pace, the new ships could hit 
t he water as early as 197 8. 
The critics contend that ev en the 
oldest v essels in the current fleet are 
too y oung to be replaced by that 
tim e. They note that the Nav y is still 
using m any ships in the 20-to-30-y ear 
range, and that by 197 8 No Polaris or 
Poseidon will be that old in serv ice. 
The designation Poseidon signifies 
a Polaris conv erted to longer-range, 
m u ltiw arh ead n u clear w eaponry . 
We hav e deploy ed 17 of these, and 
ultim ately will hav e 31 afloat. Ten 
Polaris 
subs 
are 
too 
sm all 
to 
change.) 


There are flaws, howev er, in the 
critics' argument about v essel age. 
The Nav y can reasonably contend 
that the av erage age of its ships in 
serv ice is too great. For the older 
ones, m aintenance costs 
becom e 
outrageously steep. Risk of accident 
also mounts. The death of eight sail­ 
ors in a boiler ex plosion on an an­ 
cient destroy er is an ex am ple. 
Som eskepticssay that ev en if this 
is generally so, today ’s modern nu­ 
clear-powered subm arines are ex ­ 
empt from these hazards. 
They 
claim particularly that the Polaris- 
Poseidon craft on patrol glide quiet­ 
ly , smoothly and slowly beneath the 
sea with little wear and tear. 


The argument is fallacious. The 
ocean is a v ery hostile env ironment. 
Some old “ attack subm arines had 
hulls braced on the outside with 
heav y steel “ I-beam s.” The ocean 
wore their edges to razor thinness 
in a surprisingly short tim e. 
All subm arines, especially the 
Polaris-Poseidon v essels with their 
undersea patrols of 6 0 straight day s, 
are subjected to huge pressures. 
Moreov er, they are highly com plex 
m echanism s, with v ast piping sy s­ 
tem s, all rapidly worn down by such 
constant use—for all the ev ident 
smoothness 
of 
their 
underwater 
ride. 


It is not for nothing that, after 
their 6 0-day patrol, they undergo a 
standard 28 -30-day cy cle of regular 
and special repairs at their operat­ 
ing stations—Guam, Rota in Spain, 
Holy Loch, Scotland, and Charleson, 
S.C. Periodically , too, the older v es­ 
sels hav e gone to Charleston Nav y 
5 ard for longer, bigger ov erhaul. 
Whatev er v alid case can be m ade 
against a speedup on Trident with its 
tremendous 
potential 
in 
nuclear 
weaponry , the alleged “ y outh” of 
the present fleet is not a legitim ate 
supporting argum ent.

wounds, into one glass of water. 
This will cause the water to 
have an iodinated taste but it 
will purify it. Some of the other 
pills that are recommended as 
water purifiers do not eliminate 
all the different infectious 
agents that can be present in 
water. Secondly, be careful 
about eating lettuce, salads, 
and foods of this nature. You 
are a little safer in first class 
hotels in the modern cities but 
otherwise the fresh fruits and 
vegetables should be treated 
with care. 
Many people’s problems with 
diarrhea in Mexico are related 
to change in the type of food 
they are eating. This will upset 
the stomach, so take it easy on 
the spicy foods and how much 
you eat and the alcohol. You 
may be interested to know that 
many Mexican people have a 
similar problem 
when they 


come to the United States and 
eat our food. On the subject of 
water, don’t brush your teeth 
with tap water. If you abso­ 
lutely must, use the hot water 
tap. Remember the tap water 
in many places is not suitable

means brushing teeth. As one 
wag put it, if you brush your 
teeth with tap water, you’ll 
spend more time in the bath­ 
room.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government’s plan for boosting 
corn and soybean production 
this year is off to a sputtering 
start, but Agriculture Depart­ 
ment officials say it is much 
too early for conclusions. 
Farmers began enrolling in 
1973 acreage 
set-aside pro­ 
grams on Feb. 5 and have 
through March 16 to file appli­ 
cations at county offices of the 
Agricultural Stabiliztion and 
Conservation Service. 
During the first 10 days of 
signup, USD says, 1,971,698 
farms were enrolled in the feed 
program. 
Of 
that 
number, 
about 85 per cent were signed 
up at maximum set-aside rates. 
Farmers have two basic op­ 
tions in the feed set-aside pro­ 
gram this year. The first, 
which qualifies a producer for 
full payment benefits, requires 
that 25 per cent of a farm's 
feed base acreage be taken 
from production. 
The second allows a farmer 
to use all his land for crops, if 
he holds 1973 corn plantings to 
last year’s acreage, and get re­ 
duced benefits.

BOSTON (AP) —- People on 
low fat, low cholesterol diets 
may be putting juicy steaks, 
butter and whole milk products 
back onto their plates now that 
Australian researchers have 
figured out how to lower the 
saturated fat content of these 
foods. 
Researchers at 
Australian 
National University say they 
have shown that the fat and 
cholesterol levels in the blood 
of humans can be lowered by 
feeding them meat and dairy 
products from specially fed 
cattle and sheep. 
Reporting in this week’s New 
England Journal of Medicine, 
the researchers said they can 
prevent the transformation of 
the polyunsaturated vegetable 
fats of seed oil into animal fats 
by coating the feed grain with 
formaldehyde-treated casein, a 
milk and cheese protein 
Eating the special feed in­ 
creases 
the 
ratio 
of 
poly­ 
unsaturated to saturated fat in 
the animals ten times over that 
of cattle fed regular, untreated 
grass and oats, they said. 
They said five of six subjects 
who ate products from the 
cattle on special feed had about 
10 per cent less blood cholester­ 
ol than they had while eating 
regular meat and milk.

The fourth lot was discovered 
but shipped to parts unknown 
before it could be seized, he 
said. 


Weatherwax said he was un­ 
sure how much lettuce was dis­ 
tributed, noting that individual 
shipments usually contain sev­ 
eral hundred cases.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
What could be a greater pun­ 
ishment for an Irishman than 
to cut himself off for two years 
from anything Irish — in­ 
cluding Irish pubs? 
“ I don’t know if Malone can 
make that sentence,” Charles 
Farrell Malone’s lawyer, Pat­ 
rick Hallinan, said. “ I don’t 
know how you’re going to keep 
him out of an Irish pub. Aside 
from that I think the sentence 
was very fair.” 
Hallinan was referring to the 
probation condition imposed on 
his 46-year-old client by U.S. 
District Court Judge Samuel 
Conti Friday. 
Conti gave Malone a choice: 
serve one year in jail for ex­ 
porting firearms to the Irish 
Republican Army without a li­ 
cense or be free and have noth­ 
ing to do with anything Irish 
for two years. 
In addition to the one-year 
suspended sentence and two 
years’ probation, Malone was 
fined $1,000. 
Judge Conti minced no words 
in telling Malone, who was 
chairman of the United Irish 
Defense Committee here, that 
from the moment of sentencing 
fie had to forget he was Irish. 
The judge said he wouldn’t 
hesitate to send the father of 
'Seven children to jail if he vio­ 
lated any conditions of proba­ 
tion. 
The conditions: don’t go into 
any Irish pubs, which drew a 
gasp 
from 
the 
courtroom 
pcked with IRA supporters; 
have nothing more to do with 
the Irish 
Republican Army 
movement; take no part in any 
cultural events, any clubs or 
gatherings having to do with 
the Irish; do not accept any 
employment 
directly or 
in­ 
directly involved with any Irish 
aspect; and although Malone 
can go to church, he is ‘‘not to 
join ny Irish Catholic club.” 
When asked if he thought he 
Could meet those requirements, 
Malone paused a moment and 
said, “ It will be very aw­ 
kward.” He said he didn’t know 
how he could leave all the 
groups and clubs. 


“ Just quit,” replied Conti. “ If 
you can’t meet the conditions, 
let me know now and we will 
save everyone a considerable 
amount of time.” 
After a pause, Malone said he 
would.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
search 
for 
efficiency 
has 
brought 
American 
industry 
through many phases since the 
era of time and motion studies 
during the late 1930s and 1940s 
to the latest product, job en­ 
richment. 
Experimentation with human 
engineering, or the designing of 
products to better suit and 
serve humans, became popular 
late in the 1940s. Machine con­ 
trols were placed at eye level, 
lathes were made safer, light­ 
ing was improved. 
Following in the efficiency 
continuum came automation, 
the advent of electronic con­ 
trols and other devices aimed 
at improving productivity by 
reducing the human component 
of routine activities. 
And now in the 1970s there is 
a reaction to some of the tech­ 
niques of the past. Workers are 
rebelling against piece work, 
lack of personal responsibility, 
repetition and inability to use 
skills. What was once accepted 
for the sake of efficiency, is 
now producing inefficiency. 
Absenteeism, tardiness, lack 


of ambition, employe turnover 
and poor product quality are 
some of the manifestations. 
And so the latest goal of effi­ 
ciency seekers is job enrich­ 
ment. 
Dr. John Drake, an adviser 
to many blue chip corporations 
on job enrichment, believes 
that the rebellion against the 
emptiness of the work day is an 
understndable consequence of 
two developments. 
First, said Drake, who heads 
Drake-Beam & Associates, as a 
nation becomes more industrial 


its workers earn more. They 
satisfy immediate needs and 
have discretionary income. But 
they want more than money. 
They may seek meaning in 
their work. 
Second, cultural pressures 
also develop. The individual 
views himself differently. He 
sees himself as a person of dig­ 
nity. “ I am good,” he says in 
effect, an attitude which logi­ 
cally leads to “ I should be 
treated as such.” 
The technique of efficiency in 
this decade, he said, will be to 


make work more meaningful, 
and thus encourage the worker 
toward higher production and 
better quality. 
To be successful, Drake be­ 
lieves, any enrichment pro­ 
gram must have these charac­ 
teristics: it is a complete piece 
of work; it must provide the 
worker with decision-making 
control; it must offer feedback 
on performance. 


Many routine jo bs already 
have been enriched. In a tele­ 
vision factory, gro ups o f wo rk­ 
ers who once did simple, repi^ 
titious jobs on an assembly line 
now take full respo nsibility fo r 
the assembly and quality o f en­ 
tire units. 
Job enrichment, said Drake 
is now in its second generatio n 
with its sights set o n restruct 
ing entire units.

Walker ap p o in tees will 
have to wait fo r o kay 


SPRIN G FIELD , 111 (AP) - 
Seven men and one woman ap 
pointed to top posts in the ad 
ministration of Gov. Daniel 
Walker will have to wait a 
week for Senate Eexecutive 
Committee action on their nom­ 
inations. 
The 
Republican-controled 
committee voted unanimously 
Wednesday to require all ap­ 
pointees of the governor to sub­ 
mit statements of economic in­ 
terest to the panel as soon as 
they are placed in nomination. 
Chairman Frank M. Ozinga, 
R Evergreen Park, said an 
opinion would be asked of Atty. 
Gen. William J. Scott on the 
failure of the nominees to file 
such ethics statements with the 
secretary of state as soon as 
they were nominated. 
Ozinga overrode objections of 
Democrats on the committee. 
The failure to file promptly 
probably was just an oversight, 
he said, but it did violate the 
governmental ethics law passed 
by the last General Assembly. 
All of the ethics statements 
were filed last month after re­ 
ports in the news media that 
they were missing. 
Senate Democratic leader 
Cecil A Partee of Chicago pro­ 
tested that because the nomi­ 
nees were guilty only of a tech­ 
nical violation the committee 
should vote to confirm them 
immediately. 
“ I live my life by technical­ 
ities,” Partee said. “ But, real­ 
ly, there was just no need for 
these statements until now.” 
Sen. Hudson Sours, R-Peoria, 
replied that 
the committee 
could do no such thing. 
“ Something is stopping me,” 
Sours said. “ And I refer to the 
document known as the new 
Constitution, of which I am a 
non fan. I think it’s the world’s 
worst. But I must support it.” 
The appointees who were told 
they would have to wail at 
least a week before the com­ 
mittee could act are: 
Robert 
Gibson, 
secretary - 
treasurer of the state AFL-CIO 
as chairmn of the Capital De­ 
velopment Board; former state 
Rep.

SPRIN G FIELD , 111. 
(AP) - 
Downstate legislators have set 
their sights on weakening the 
powers of the two top state pol­ 
lution control agencies. Their 
attempt may set off one of the 
year’s major legislative battles. 
Last year, Republican Rep 
Webber Borchers presented an 
amendment to the 1970 Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Act which 
would have reversed the act’s 
ban on leaf burning. It was 
killed in the House Environ­ 
ment Committee. 
This session, the crusty Deca- 
tur landowner, who says he is 
intent on injecting “ what I call 
common horse sense” into state 
policies which he said were 
conceived by ‘radical environ­ 
mentalists’, presented the same 
bill. 
Last week, the measure was 
approved by the House Agricul­ 
ture and Natural Resources 
committee, a committee which 
consolidated the Agriculture, 
Environment and Conservation 
committees of last session. 
The action seems to sum up 
what is occurring this year in 
the approach many in the legis­ 
lature are taking toward the 
environmental agencies: that 
it’s time to reassess the pro­ 
grams the General Assembly 
created two and a half years 
ago to regulate man’s effects 
on the environment. 
How far the General Assem- 
oly will go this year in tight­ 
ening reigns on the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency and 
the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board, however, is unclear. 


The PCB was set up in 1970 
to conduct hearings and set up 
rules and regulations for air, 
water, land, waterways and 
noise pollutants. The EPA was 
empowered 
to 
enforce 
the 
rules. 
In its first two and a half 
years, the PCB has levied 166 
fines totalling $684,000. 
“ I am concerned that this 
committee may become in ef­ 
fect the pollution control agen­ 
cy for the state,” said PCB 
member Jacob Dumelle. He 
made the comment after sitting 
through a four and a half hour 
hearing last week at which a 
package 
of 
Borchers—spon­ 
sored bills weakening the pow­ 
ers of the agencies was ap­ 
proved. 
“ They want to take whole 
areas of power and then force 
us to come here with our evi­ 
dence each time we feel regu­ 
lation in some area is neces­ 
sary,” he said. 
The committee consolidation 
may have an effect on the type 
of legislation that emerges this 
year. 
The consolidation was pro­ 
posed by Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, Ft Park Forest. He said 
that if agriculture and environ­ 
ment were considered together, 
better legislation than in the 
last session would emerge. 
Reps. Tobias Barry, D-Ladd, 
and Daniel Pierce, D-Highland 
Park, both members of the 
rules committee objected. 
“ Admit it, when you com­ 
bined the committees you just 
wanted to make sure no good 


environmental legislation made 
it to the floor,” Pierce told 
rules committee members at a 
meeting last week. 
His fears were later shown to 
be well-founded. 
The Borchers bills would re­ 
move the powers of the EPA 


and the PCB to control leaf- 
burning, grain elevator oper­ 
ations, grain crop production 
and to require refuse weighing 
before it is deposited in land­ 
fills.
